This is a decision on the petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment, filed on 21 June, 2 006, 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely and 
properly respond to the non-final Office action mailed on 28 
November, 2 005, which set a three (3) month shortened statutory 
period of time for reply. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 31 
March, 2006. 

Petitioners assert that a reply to the non-final Office action 
was timely filed. In support, petitioners have supplied a copy 
of a transmittal letter itemizing the filing of a an amendment in 
response and a three (3) month extension of time request, each of 
which contains a Certificate of Mailing or Transmission dated 30 
May, 2006, stating that the correspondence was deposited in first 
class mail, and signed by Chianti Appling.

with a certificate of mailing dated 30 May, 2006, was timely filed. See 37 CFR 1.7(a). 
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there is no abandonment in fact. Any inconvenience caused to 
applicant is regretted.
